1. NEW HOUSES COMPLLTEZD: During the quarter ended 30th June, 1957, 672 new houses were 
completed compared with 529 in March quartez, 1957 and 780 in 
December quarter, 1956. 


Completions in June quarter in preceding years were: 1954 — 7993 
55 - 626; and 1956 - 723. The 672 houses completed during June quarter, 1957 comprised 
brick, concrete ctc., 63 brick, concrete, etc., veneers, 493 wood, 4 prefabricated 
yood and 24 fibro-—cement. 


2. NEW HOUSES COMIFNCED: The number of ncw houses commenced during June quarter, 1957, 
was 161, en increase of 11 compared with March quarter, 1957. 


3- NEW HOUSES UNDER COMSTRUCTION: The numbcr of new houses under construction at 30th 

June, 1957, was 2,137, an increase of 69: compared 
with the 31st March, 1957 figure of 2,068. Corresponding figures as at the 30th June, 
in previous years are as follows: 1954 — 2,1493 1955 -— 2,5363 1956 — 2,305. 


The houses under construction at the 30th June, 1957 comprised: solid 
brick, conrete, etc. 399 (18.7%); brick, concrete, ctc. vencers 235 (11.0%)3 wood 1,404 
(65.7%); prefabricated wood, 23 (Os 1%); and fibro-cement, 97° (4.5%).

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED 


1° wner-Builder: Por the purpose of this Bulletin, »n owner—huilder is a person 
who is he Semey huilding his own house or is having his house huilt under his own direct— 
ion without the services of a Contractor who is responsihle for the whole joh. 


2. Commenced: A building is regarded as having heen commenced when work on the 
foundation has hegun. Owins to the difficulty of defining the exact point that this 


represents in huilding operations, it is prohahle that interpretations placed upon it hy 
informants are not entirely uniform. 


3. Completed: A huilding is regarded as having heen completed when the huilder 
has fulfilled the terms of thse contract. As with commencements, the interpretations 
placed upon this definition may vary. 


4. Under Construction: 

A huilding remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is re- 
s heing under construction regardless of whether construction was actively pro- 
on that particular date. 


5. pen loymene: The figures of employment relat: to persons actunlly working on 
new huildings on » specified day. They include working principals, employees, mon 
working as, or for, suh-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weather. 
In addition, they include some employees engaged on alterations, additions, renovations 
or repnirs to huildings when these johs are undertaken hy a contractor who huilds new 
huildings. The figures include ostimates for persons working on owner—huilt houses.
